I'he  yearly  period  of  tuition  will  be  divided  into  two  sessions,  of 
five  calendar  months  each  :  the  first  to  commence  on  the  first  of  May 
and  close  on  the  last  of  September,  and  the  second  will  commence 
on  the  first  of  November  and  close  on  the  last  of  March. 

No  pupil  will  be  received  for  less  than  a  terni,  and  no  one  is  aP 
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lowed  to  leave  before  the  last  day  of  the  term,  unless  sickness  or 
some  other  unforseen  circumstance  should  occur,  which  can  justify 
a  deviation  from  this  rule.  The  reasons  for  this  rule  will  be  given 
to  any  one  to  whom  they  are  not  perfectly  obvious* 

No  deduction  is  made  for  delay  in  entering  school,  ejccept  in  cases 
of  sickness.  But  scholars  from  a  distance  can  commence  at  any  part 
of  the  ternv  and  malie  up  their  full  period  from  the  term  ensuing.- 

It  is  respectfully  solicited,  that  parents  ol  the  day  pupils  will  see 
that  at  least  two  hours  are  devoted  to  the  preparation  for  school  du¬ 
ties  each  day  at  home,  less  time  will  not  be  sufficient  to  enable  a 
scholar  to  pass  through  her  recitations  with  credit  to  herself. 

In  cases  of  absence,  lateness,  or  a  request  to  leave  school  before 
the  close  of  a  session,,  a  written  excuse  or  request  from  the  parent  is 
required.  But  it  is  earnestly  hoped  that  instances  of  either  kind  will 
seldom  occur. 

Each  scholar  must  be  furnished  with  books  and  other  articles,  ne¬ 
cessary  for  the  prosecution  of  those  branches  to  which  she  is  attend- 
ing. 

Boarders  are  requested  to  be  supplied  with  towels  and  other  ne-^ 
cessary  articles,  such  as  tooth  brush,  hair  brush,  &;c.  &c. 

Every  young  lady  is  required  to  have  each  article  of  her  clothing^, 
umbrella  and  parasol,  marked  with  her  full  name. 

No  visiting  ever  permitted  on  the  Sabbath  day,  and  attendance  at 
public  worship  is  insisted  upon.  Except  in  cases  of  membership 
Muth  any  distinct  communion,  it  is  preferred  that  all  young  ladies, 
who  board  in  the  family,  accompany  the  Principal  to  church. 

The  interruptions  occasioned  to  study  by  frequent  visitings,  either 
at  home  or  elsewhere,  are — being  manifestly  of  great  disadvantage 
to  pupils — not  allowed. 

No  young  lady  is  permitted  to  receive  visits  from,  walk,  or  ride- 
whh  gentlemen,  except  such  gentlemen  are  relatives. 

All  letters  sent  out  of,  or  received  into  the  school,  must  pasS' 
through  the  hands  of  the  Principal. 

No  young  lady  is  ever  permitted  to  leave  the  house,  either  alone 
or  in  company,  without  obtaining  permission  for  so  doing,  and  sta¬ 
ting  where  she  is  going. 

Whilst  it  is  expected  that  each  young  lady  will  have  her  wardrobe 
well  supplied  with  neat  and  suitable  articles  of  clothing,  it  is  re¬ 
quested  that  jewelr}  he  not  furnished  for  her,  nor  expensive  articles- 
of  dress.- 
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Every  pupil  must  be  furiushed  with  sufficient  money  to  purchase 
her  stationary  and  books,  also  to  pay  the  postage  of  her  letters. 

It  is  the  wish  of  the  Principal  to  prevent  any  thing  in  the  school 
like  extravagance  in  the  expenditure  of  pocket  money,  yet  in  many 
cases  her  advice  to  older  scholars  has  little  weight,  arising  from  the 
Avant  of  co-operation  on  the  part  of  parents.  It  is  therefore  Mrs. 
Kingsford’s  request,  that  whatever  money  parents  may  feel  disposed 
to  allow  their  daughters,  at  least  under  the  age  of  fifteen  ;  shall  be 
deposited  with  her,  and  she  will  dispense  it  as  circumstances  will 
warrant,  else  she  will  not  hold  herself  liable  to  answer  for  that  dis¬ 
satisfaction  which  must  inevitably  arise  from  the  contraction  of  a 
habit  of  profuse  expenditure. 

The  discipline  of  this  Institution,  under  its  present  Principal,  is 
such  as  distinguishes  every  well  regulated  family.  At  the  same 
time,  young  ladies  must  expect  some  restraints  beyond  those  of  a 
mother’s  hearth ;  but  only  such  as  are  necessary  to  secure  regu^ 
larity,  system^  and  a  prompt  and  cheerful  obedience  to  the  prece¬ 
ding  rules,  and  to  some  other  minor  ones,  which,  although  not 
inserted  in  the  catalogue,  are  deemed  indispensable  to  the  harmony 
and  well  being  of  all  concerned. 

Sensible  girls  soon  understand  that  their  teachers  are  not  prompted 
in  their  restrictions  by  a  desire  to  thwart  the  inclinations  of  youth, 
in  order  to  display’authority  ;  but,  because  the  prohibited  indulgence 
is  attended  with  injury  in  some  way  or  other. 

Every  regulation  is  designed  to  render  the  pupils  modest,  amiable, 
obliging,  active,  self-dependant,  useful  and  ornamental  members  of 
society. 

In  order  to  secure  the  valuable  ends  of  this  Institution,  the  moral 
faculties  receive  that  distinct  culture  which  they  claim.  Experience 
teaches  this  to  be  the  first  step  to  intellectual  excellence.  Let  a  pu¬ 
pil  be  inspired  with  a  conscientious  desire  to  discharge  her  duties, 
and  a  very  effectual  impediment  is  presented  to  indolence  and  love 
of  trifling,  which  if  not  overcome,  preclude  the  possibility  of  im¬ 
provement,  and  to  which  mainly  may  be  attributed  the  discredit  of 
teachers,  the  disappointment  of  parents,  and  the  inefficiency  of 
females  after  they  leave  school. 

In  the  system  of  instruction  pursued  by  the  teachers,  much  more 
attention  is  paid  to  the  “  why?'^  and  the  wherefore?''  of  the  dif¬ 
ferent  studies,  than  to  the  bare  exercise  of  the  memory  ;  believing 
that  to  be  the  only  plan  to  av/aken  attention,  and  to  lay  a  foundation 
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for  correct  judgment,  whilst  the  memory,  necessarily,  is  so  exer¬ 
cised  as  to  render  it  both  copious  and  tenacious. 

Facilities  are  furnished  for  acquiring  a  thorough,  liberal,  and  solid 
education  ;  but,  an  attention  to  the  higher  and  classical  branches,  to 
the  neglect  of  fundamental  and  elementary  knowledge  is  positively 
discouraged ;  for  of  what  value,  as  a  scholar,  is  one  who  may  have 
passed  through  many  of  the  sciences,  and  yet  is  unable  to  spell  cor- 
*  rectly  words  of  very  common  use,  or  to  construct  a  sentence  in  ac¬ 
cordance  with  the  received  principles  of  her  own  language  ? 

Should  any  young  lady  be  sent  to  this  Institution  for  the  purpose 
of  receiving  a  thorough  course,  she  must  expect  to  remain  a  member 
ot  it  for  some  years.  Yet,  as  this  can  be  the  ease  with  compara¬ 
tively  few  ;  pupils  may,  upon  the  commencement  of  a  term,  select 
such  studies  as  appear  best  suited  to  their  capacities,,  previous  attain¬ 
ments,  or  wishes. 

Notwithstanding  all  that  has  been  truly  said,  respecting  iemale 
weakness  and  dependance,  who  will  deny  that  circumstances  have 
occurred,  and  de  occur  daily,  which  throw  woman  upon  her  own. 
mental  as  well  as  physical  resources,  and  demand  even  from  her 
penetration,  judgment,  strength,,  fortitude,  and  an  acquaintance  with 
the  laws  which  influence  mind  in  general ;  hence  whatever  tends  to 
enlarge  her  capacities,  and  extend  her  usefulness  is  believed  by  the 
teachers  to  be  a  legitimate  object  of  female  pursuit,  and  is  assidu¬ 
ously  encouraged  and  promoted  by  them. 

When  knowledge  and  wisdom  go  h^nd  in  hand — when  utility, 
not  display,  marks  every  stage  in  female  education,  no  danger  can 
arise  to  the  prejudice  of  the  neat,  orderly,  and  unostentatious  dis¬ 
charge  of  domestic  duties.  For  the  more  disciplined  and  highly  cul¬ 
tivated  the  mind,  the  more  intelligent  the  woman,  the  more  easily  as 
well  as  cheerfully  will  she  discharge  the  duties  devolving  upon  her, 
however  arduous,  however  laborious,  or  humble  those  duties  may  be, 
and  the  more  certainly  will  she  accomplish  what  she  undertakes. 

It  is  sincerely  hoped,  that  the  sun  has  arisen  which  cannot  fail  to 
dispel  those  clouds  that  have  so  long  hung  over  the  female  mind  aris¬ 
ing  from  an  unsustained  opinion  ;  that  ignorance  and  midiscipUned 
faculties  best  qualify  woman  for  contributing  to  the  benefit  and 
happiness  of  those  depending  upon  her  ;  and  that  by  its  pure  radi¬ 
ance,  parents  will  discern  and  appreciate  tlie  real  value  to  their 
daughters^  of  such  an  education  as  will  place  them  above  the  reach 
of  those  fluctuations  which  frequently  plunge  individuals  and  fami¬ 
lies  into  poverty,  helpless  misery,  and  often  degrading  profligacy.
